Goldsboro, N. C., October 28.—(Special.)-- 
Ten thousand white citizens of North 
Carolina met here today and declared they 
would free the people of the state from 
It was the greatest and most 
Anglo-Saxon 


negro rule. 
enthusiastic meeting of the 
race known in all the history of the state. 

Every section of North Carolina was 
represented, but the largest represen- 
tation was from the east, where the 
negroes have been placed in every po- 
litical office fnom congressman to mag- 
istrate. | 

The object of this great mass meeting, 
which was called by F. M. Simmons, chair- 
man of the democratic state executive com- 
mittee, was to publish to the world a true 
and deliberate statement of the deplorable 
political conditions existing in castern 
North Carolina, and more especially to 
show to the people of all sections of the 
state the extent to which the negro has 
pushed himself as a result of the republl- 
can-populist fusion. 

Resoutions giving these facts and calling 
upon the people of al] sections of the state 
to come to the rescue of the white men in 
the east were introduced by ex-Governor 
Jarvis. A dozen of the most prominent and 
foremost citizens of the state seconded the 
motion for the adoption of the resolutions.

Audience Was Given a Surprise. 

The vast audience had no intimation that 
Fountam had united with democracy to re- 
store white government until he took the 
floor. 

Fountain declared that the white 
men of the state had to get together 
for their own preservation. He pie ged 
his efforts to defeat his old associates 
from whom he broke away today. 

Chairman Simmons opened the convention 


with a speech. He described the power the 
negroes had attained, asserting that there ! 
were more than a thousand negroes hold ng , 
Cffice in the state. 

I solemnly assert that there is 
negro rule in North Carolina, said 
Simmons. It has come to pass that 
the Anglo-Saxon race or the negro 


has got to leave the state. I declare 
before heaven that the white men 
will not leave. Negro rule must 
stop. 


The people have so resolved with im- 
pulses above party. If we cannot ade- 
quately protect the white women from 
the insolence, lust and passion of the 
negro by other means, we will do so by 
our strong right arms. The white peo-

ple must array themselves against this 


black Phalanx of ignorance. While the 
white people are coming together the 
republicans and fusionists have gone to 
Washington and asked for federal 
troops to conduct the election. They 
have alleged that the democrats are 
guilty of lawlessness and intimidation. 
They lie when they say so. 


Guthrie’s speech was the most effective of 


' 
the campaign. He read the story of Nehe- 


miah from a Bible which he held and com- 
pared the destruction and rebuilding of the 
walls of Jerusalem to fusion rule in North 
Carolina. While reading from the holy 
book, Guthrie said: 

If there are fusionists here I don’t 
want them to go away and say I read 
democratic lies. 

This caught the great convention and the 
speaker could not proceed for five minutes. 

Fountain, the other populist con- 
vert, indorsed everything said by Sim- 
mons. He said he was a business man 
and not a poiitician, that negro rule 
as it exists had greatly injurei the 
state and that it had kept away capi- 
tal. 

The resolutions adopted are lengthy. They 
assert that races are divided in the state 
into the Anglo-Saxon and African; that ne- 
groes control in some counties, but negroes 
are found in all; that it is not claimed cven 
by his white leaders that the negro is ca- 
pable of governing; that the present re- 
publican governor has declared that he is 
totally unfit to govern; that many of the 
towns, cities and counties of the east have 
teen wholly or in part turned over to ne- 
groes; that there are 300 negro magistrates 
in the state and 1,000 negroes holding office; 
that In consequence bad government has 
followed, homes have been invaded, the 
sanctity of women endangered, lawlessness 
encouraged, business paralyzed and prop- 
erty rendered less valuable. In many lo- 
calities citizens do not rely on police pro- 
tection, for the police are known to be in- 
competent and corrupt; that conditions 
have become so intolerable they cannot be 
tolerated or endured; that negro domination 
was made possible and these deplorable 
conditions brought about by division of 
white men at the ballot box. 

In view of these things it is resolved that

HILL SPEAKS AT HIS OLD HOME 


EX-SENATOR ADVOCATES CAUSH 
OF DEMOCRACY. 


He Arraigns the Republican (Party 
and Pays His Respects to Rough 
Rider Roosevelt. 


Elmira, N. Y., October 28.—Ex-Senator 
Hill made his first political speech since 
1894 in his native city tonight in the #pres- 
ence of an audience that crowded every 
available inch of space in the Lyceum 
theater. Mr. Hills’ address was delivered 
in his usual vigorous style and elicited 
great applause at times. He did not make 
mention of the national democratic plat- 
form, nor the silver !ssue, except to say: 


‘We will cross no bridges until we come 
to them. Nineteen hundred will take 
care of itself.’’ 


He charged the republican state organi- 
zation with an intention to betray the 
proposed legislative biennial session amend. 
ment, and called upon the republican ‘can- 
didate for governor to define his position 
on that question. Hé also charged that 
Colonel Roosevelt, when a member of the 
legislature, was antagonistic to the inter- 
esters of labor, and that he voted against 
the bill to submit to the voters of the 
Btate the abolition of convict contract la- 
bor in the state prisons. WHe referred sar- 
castically to Colonel Roosevelt's Corning 
speech, in which he sald he had seen a 
great deal of light upon labor problems 
during the past fifteen years, and as- 
serted that Colonel Roosevelt had been 
at least fifteen years behind the times 
in regard to all the labor measures which 
had been passed for the benefit of the la- 
bor organizations by the state legislature. 
He contrasted Colonel Rooseyelt’s achieve- 
ments during the Spapish-American war 
with those of whom Senator Hill called the 
real heroes of the war.

BISHUP KILLED ON ASTREET CAR 


His Jugular Was. Seveted and He Sled In

There were five passengers on the car at 
the time, and one was a lady, Mrs. N. J. 
Walker, who was going to Westview cem- 
etery with her litile girl. 

The murder and the Subsequent acts of 
the madman created the wildest sensation. 
All sorts of rumors were rife, and at one 
time it was reported that five men had been 
killed, and among them Captain Thompson. 
A large crowd went to the scene of .the 
murder and there was some talk of a 
lynching. 

The story of the crime ts one of the most 
remarkable that has ever occurred in the 
city. The fact that a deliberate murder 
had taken place on a troliey car and that 
the murderer had also attempted to killa 
police captain and then fought to slay his 
captor Was an affair without precedent in 
the city. The weapon used was a two- 
bladed pocket-knife of ordinary size with 
the name ‘‘Dixie”’ on it. 

There were two eye-wiinesses to the mur- 
der—the street car conductor, Osear lL. 
Mims, and Mrs. Walker. Captain Thomp- 
son had his back turned and the first he 
knew of the matter waa when he felt the 
Knife blade in his own face. 

Beginning of the Fatal Trip. 

It was 10 o’clock when trolley car No. 58 
of the Consolidated left the corner of Broad 
and Marietta streets for Westview. On the 
car was Mrs, Walker and her little girl. 
Just as the car was starting off Shockley 
stepped aboard and remained Standing on 
the rear platform. At the corner of Mitch- 
ell and Forsyth streets Captain Thompson 
and Bishop got on the car, and they re- 
mained standing on the rear platform. 
When the car reached the corner of Mitch- 
ell street and Madison avenue B.shop 


opened the door and walking into the car |

bleeding to death he called out to Captain 
Thompson:

“Captain, shoot that man out Lhere, 
has committed murder.”’ In spite of 
bleeding face and the pain, Captain Thomp- 
60n drew his pistol and leaped from the 
car. Shockley had already jumped off and 
was hurrying down Chapel street. Captain 
Thompson fired three shots at the fleeing 
murderer, and fhen feeling exhausted from 
the wound he handed his pistol to George 
P. Jones, who had come up, and told him to 
shoot the fugitive. Jones ran after Shock- 
ley down Chapel street. At the store of ex- 
Policeman McCoy the pistol was handed to 
him and he ran Shockley as far as the 
corner of Mangum and Nelson Streets. 
Here Shockley jumped upon a moving car 
and McCoy chased him through it. When 
both men were out of the car, Shockley 
turned upon his pursuer with his bloody 
knife in his hand. McCoy told him to sur- 
render and the murderer advanced with 
the knife. McCoy tried to fire the pistol 
and the shells would not explode. Seeing 
that the pistol would not shoot, Shockley 
rushed upon McCoy with his knife and 
there was a fearful fight. McCoy was-cut 
on the arm and forehead, but neither 
wound was serious. Using the pisto] as a 
club, McCoy, alded by Jones, who had come 
up, finally. overpowered Shockley and held 
him until Patrolman John Brown and two

A Chapter Before the Murder.

Immediately after his arrest Shockley 
told officers at the police barracks that 
he knew he was wanted and feared being 
lynched, and that he felt he had to Kill 
two men before the Gay Wag out. 

‘“T was just riding on the car because I 
had nowhere else to go,”” said the murderer 
to the officers, ‘‘and when I got on the 
car I thought that would be as good a 
time as any to kill a couple of men. I 
aimed at their jugular veins and think I 
got both in the right spot.”

IN THE SENATE. 


Mr. Redding Starts the Fight for Bal- 
lot Reform in Georgia. 

Except for the introduction of bills the 
session of the upper house yesterday was 
not @ specially notable one. The members 
were only in session for a short fime, and 
the only formal business transacted was 
the adoption of a resolutiou to appoint a 
committee on inauguration ceremonies and 
to confirm a batch of old appointments 
made by Governor Atkinson. The latter 
were as follows: L. D. Monroe, judge of 
the county court of Calhoun; J. H. Scaife. 
judge of the county court of Camilla; E. 
W. Hammond, judge of the city court of 
Griffin; W. E. Edwards, Jr., judge of the 
county court of Terrell; C. B. Wooten, 
judge of the city court of Albany, and D. 
B. Nigholson, judge of the county court of 
Wilcox. 

The senate agreed to the house resolu- 
tions Gxing Monday next for the election of 
judges and solicitors, and for the selection 
of an inaugural committee. Messrs. 
Fouche, Bunn and Thompson were selected 
and they went out to see Governor-elect 
Candler to ask him whether or not he 
wanted fireworks set off when he took the 
oath of office He replied emphatically in 
the negative, and Chairman Fouche returp- 
ed and introduced the following resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted:

A Ballot Reform Bill. 

Mr. Redding started the fight for ballot 
reform in Georgia by introducing a -bill 
that jis certain to receive the leg.slature’s 
serious attention. The bul provides that the 
governor shall within six months from the 
passage of the act appoint an upright citi- 
gen as election superintendent, his term of 
office to be at the pleasure of the governor. 
In all elections the voting shall be by se- 
cret ballot. It shall be the duty of the 
superintendent oi elections to record the 
names of ail candidates on the official Dai- 
lots to be prepared at the county’s expense, 
and these names shall be s8 arranged as to 
show ine pari) to which the candidate be- 
longs. All ba.lots shall be printed in black 
ink on white paper with a Diack iine be- 
tween each name, so that the yoter may 
place a cross mark opposite the name oi 
the candidate for whicn he desires Ww vvte. 
Voting bootas are to be arranged, 


lot. 
assistance in yoting unless he be biind or 
otherwise physicaily disabied. If the ticket 
when deposited is not intelligible it shall 
not be counted by the managers. 

In explaining the scope of his measure 
Mr. Redding made a brief statement in an 
informal way. He said: 

“It is one providing for the regular Aus- 
tralian ballot system. I think the time 
has arrived when we should have such a 
law in the state. It will effectually elimi- 
nate the vicious and ignorant ciasses from 
participation in elections. If a man does 
not have intelligence enough to vote by 
himself, that is, to meke out his own tick- 
ea, he cannot vote. If this bill becomes a 
law, the state will be controlled by the in- 
telligence of her people without interfer- 
ence of the ignorunt. The system has been 
tried and proven ‘to be. practical and desi- 
rabie in many states and in many places in 
Georgia. We have used it in Pike county 
in our primary e:ection, and found it to be 
eminently successful. I think it should be 
in operation all over the state, and hope to 
gee my bill become a law.”

Several Highly Important Bills Intro- 
duced at Yesterday’s Session. 
When Speaker Little rapped for order in 
the hall of the mouse of representatives 
yesterday morning at the usual hour almost 
every member was in his seat, thus evinc- 
ing the fact that promptitude is one of the

present legislature. There was no special 


order set for the day, but regardless of 


this fact there were many visitors in the 
One of the notable features of the 
present session of the legislature up to 
date has been the attendance in the gal- 
lery of large numbers of ladies. There is 
some dispute among the members as to 
whether this is due to the handsome, 
clear cut, intellectua) features of the young 
speaker or to the courtly and gallant figure 
of the clerk whose duties keep him almost 
constantly in range of the fair eyes which 
line the gallery of the hall.

Bills Begin To Pour In. 

“The roll will now be called for the in- 
troduction of new matter,’ said Speaker 
Little, as the accents of the clerk's voice 
died upon the air of the hall. “if the mem- 


bers of the house have any measures to in- | 


troduce they will please send them to the 
desk as the names of their counties are 
called by the clerk.”’ 

Then began the call of the counties. 
Without response the clerk went down the 
roll until Elbert county was reached, when 
Mr. Swift, of Elbert, sent to the desk the 
first bill of the session. 

Mr. Swift’s bill provided that all per- 
sons offering cotton seed meal or hulls for 
sale be required, ‘under certain declared 
penalties, to stamp the weight of the same 
upon each bale, sack or package in order 
to prevent confusion or fraud. Mr. Swift 
also introduced another bill providing for 
certain amendments in the charter incor- 
porating the city of Elberton. Both bills 
were referred to appropriate committees 
after being read for the first time. Speaker 
Little has not named his committees yet 
and consequently new measures must wait 
upon the appointment of these committees 
for consideration.

Mr. Bryan, of Floyd, introduced two bills 
at yesterday’s session. One provided for 


' the amendment of that séction of the code 


which fixes the time for holding the elec- 
tion of constables in this state. Such 
changes were proposed as to make this 
section harmonize with the other section 
when amended. Both bills were referred 
to appropriate committees. 
Mr. Calvin for Reform. 

Perheps the most important bill introduc- 
ed at the morning’s session was offered by 
Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, entitked ‘“‘An act 
to authorize and provide for the preparation 
and ‘ssuance of circulating notes to the 
banks and bainking associations chartered 
by the state: to fully protect the same and 
for other purposes.” The bill provides for 
the appointment of a governor, the treas- 
urer and the comptroller general, which 
commission shall have. engraved a quantl- 
ty of notes ranging in denomination from 
the notes to 
be mumbered and registered and to be 
countersigned by the comptroller general. 
Notes are to be issued to any bank, char- 
tered by the state of Georgia, in an 
amount not exceeding 75 per cent of the 
bank’s paid up, unimpaired capital stock. 
The notes are to be constituted a first lien, 
after taxes, upon al] of the assets of the 
bank issuing them. The banks, under the 
provisions of the bill, are authorized after 
securing the circulating notes, to make 
them “obligatory, promissory notes, payable 
on demand, at the place of business in this 
state of such bank or bank association, to 
loan and circulate the same as money, 


| according to the ordinary course of bank- 


ing business as regulated by the laws of 


this state.”’ 
The Proposed Bank Law. 

Any bank issuing the notes and refusing 
to redeem them, when presented for pay- 
ment, in lawful money of the United 
States, is required to pay damages at the 
rate of 10 per cent per year for the time 
the payment is withheld. If after an inves- 
tigation by the commission it is found the 
payment is wrongfully withheld and the 
bank continues to withhold it, the assets 
of the institution are to be taken charge 
of by a foreclosure of the Hen. The plates, 
dies and other material necessary for print- 
ing, making and marking the notes are to 
be in the custody of the comptroller general. 
Each bank is to bear the expenses incarred 
in making and issuing its own notes. Should 
the comptroller general issue to any bank 
notes more than 75 per cent of its stock, he 
Shall be deemed guilty of a felony and pun- 
ished on conviction by a term of not more 
than five years in the penitentiary. The 
president or vice president and the cashier 
of each bank are to sign the notes which it 
issues. At any time any bank may return 
any portion of its notes to the commission- 
ers, the notes to be destroyed, and a certifi- 
cate showing the number and amounts of 
tue notes shail be recorded in the comp- 
troller’s office. The bill also provides for the 
replacing of worn-out and mutilated circu- 
lating notes. No bank is allowed to circulate 
at one time notes in denomination under 
$5 to an amount exceeding one-fourth of its 
paid-in capital. 

The shareholders of any bank are made 
additionally liable to the amount of the 
face value of their stock for the circulat ng 
notes obtained and circulated under the 
provisions of the act: 

The b.Jl furthermore provides, “That 
shou:d the government of the United States 
seek to collect the tax of 10 per cent on the 
circulating notes of any bank or banking 
association conducting business under the 
provisions of this act, and said bank or 
banking association refuse to pay the same, 
tne presdent thereof shal] immediately 
notify the governor of al] the acts in the 
case, whereupon Whe latter shall at once 
instruct and require the attorney general 
instantly to take whatever legal steps may 
be necessary to carry the question of the 
constitutionality of the said federal tax of 
10 per cent to the Supreme court of the 
United States for fina) adjudication.” 

On motion of Mr. Calvin the bill was re- 
ferred to the committee on banks and 
bankers.

SENATOR MORGAN AT SEAIS, ALA 


Spoke About Matters in the New Pos- 


sessions. 

Birmingham, Aia., October 28.—(Special.)— 
Senator John T. Morgan made a speegh to 
a packed audience in Seals’s hall tonight. 
After dwelling upon the trade advantages 
that the far east trolds out to the southern 
States, especially for its cotton, iron and 
yellow pine. Senator Morgan touched upon 
the Cuban, Porto Rican and Philippines 
question. He stated that the United States 
was not going to drag Cuba into the union, 
but wou.d keep a hand on it until Cuba 
itself, realizing its own good, would of its 
own accord ask to be annexed as a state. 
He admitted that the Philippines were far 
off, but he contended that distances 
amounted to little in these times, and he 
felt certain that the United States would 
at least not turn its back on the Philip- 
pines and allow them tto be persecuted 
again.

Waycross, Ga., October 28.—(Special.)—A 
weird, sensationa] and peculiar chapter 
must be written of a ghastly scene display- 
ed in the moonlit pine forest, where Lee 
cemetery is situated, in Appling county. 
The time was midnight last night. Coroner 
Jackson Grimes arrived at Beach, twenty 
miles above Waycross, yesterday evening 
and went to Lee cemetery, where the body 
of Lewis McFoy was buried Wednesday 
evening. He was accompanied by a jury 
of six well-known citizens of the Beach 
settlement. 

The cemetery is about a mile beyond the 
line of Ware and Applimg counties. It is 
in a hill side at a branch and a turpentine 
Orchard surrounds it. The faces of the 
turpentine boxes present a grewsome sjec- 
tacle in the moonlight and are plainly vis- 
ible on a dark night. The cemetery is one 
of the oldest in Appling county. Several 
graves are sunken some depth and all seem 
to have been neglected for many years. 
There is no fence around the cemetery and 
live stock trample at will on the graves of 
some prominent dead of Ware and Appling 
counties. In recent years few burials have 
occurred there. 

Cruel Treatment the Verdict. 

It was this place that the inquest party 
visited at 9 o'clock last night. The new 
grave of McFoy was opened and the plain 
coffin containing the body was carefully re- 
moved to a sequestered spot in.the woods 
of Ware county, just across the line, a mile 
and a half from the cemetery. The jurors 
made a thorough examination of the body 
and rendered a verdict, declaring that the 
boy came to his death by cruel treatment 
while serving a thirty days’ sentence in C. 
W. Deen & Co.'s turpentine convict camp 
in Appling county, four miles above Beach. 

Coroner Grimes had the body rewrapped 
in some new bleaching, which the jury 
bought after the inquest was held, and re- 
turned to the grave at midnight and re- 
buried it. He returned to Waycross in a 
private conveyance this afternoon. 

Mr. Grimes said the body was clad in an 
undershirt and trousers that had been used 
for-some time by the youth before death. 
He and the jurors found the body almost 
naked and sent to a store for some bleach- 
ing to wrap it in. Mr. Grimes is an aged 
ex-confederate soldier and limps from a 
bullet wound in one leg. He made the trip 
to the grave at an unusual hour and held a 
strange inquest. 

The postmortem examination did not cor- 
respond with the one made Tuesday after- 
noon by Dr. Parker, of Nichols, who was 
engaged by C. W. Deen & Co. to make an 
eXamination. It Is said that Dr. Parker 
pronounced the blue and red streaks on the 
back of the dead body the result of lying 
On wrinkled clothes and that no evidence of 
whip lashes appeared. The coroner's jury 
regarded the streaks as evidence of cruel 
treatment and made a declaration to that 
effect in the verdict. 

Thomas Henderson and Lewis McFoy, of 
Durham, N. C., were ill of fever at C. W. 
Deen & Co.'s convict camp, four miles of 
Beach, where they were serving thirty 
days’ sentences for stealing passage on @ 
train. They asked permission to come to 
Waycross for medica] attention and Tues- 
Beach in a wagon and 
given money to pay railroad fare. McFoy 
died on the depot platform while waiting 
for the train. Henderson came to Way- 
cross and died Wednesday morning. The 
of McFoy was buried near Peach 
Wednesday evening and Henderson's body 
was sent to Durham for burial. A report 
was circulated to the effect that the boys 
were whipped when sick in the camp and 
were overworked. Some parties at Beach 
on Tuesday morning saw some blue 
streaks on the dead man’s back which 
they thought were made with a whip. They 
demanded an inquest and telephoned the 
coroner to hold one. The coroner recei\ed 
the message Thursday about noon and pro- 
ceeded at once by private conveyance to 
Beach. McCrimmon, the whipp ng boss, 
and Williamson, the man in charge of the 
camp, say that the boys were not whipped, 
and C. W. Deen & Co. seem to be sure that 
nothing wrong was done them.

BRYAN HAS TYPHOID FEVER. 


} 
BUT HE IS DAILY GROWING EET- 


TER AND ADMITS FRIENDS. 


Says Mrs. Bryan Will Not Come to Sa- 
vannah Just Now—May Come 
Later On. 


Savannah, Ga., October 28.—(Special.)— 
There appears to be no doubt now that 
Colonel] William J. Bryan has typhoid fever. 
His complaint has been so pronounced by 
his attending physician, Major Ole Grothan, 
regimenta) surgeon of the Third Nebraska 
regiment. He was much better today, how- 
ever, and though he had no fever this 
morning, it went up to about 100 this even- 
ing. 

Today is the first day that Colonel Bryan 
has permitted himself to be seen by any 
one outside of his personal friends, his phy- 
Sicilian and nurse. When he was resting 
easier this morning he consented to a short 
talk, though he wanted it distinctly under- 
stood beforehand that it was not for an in- 
terview. Colonel Bryan remembered 
trip to Savannah about five years ago with 
much pleasure. He recalled his meeting 
with Hon. F. G. duBignon and spoke micst 
Ppleasantly of Colonel Rufus E. Lester, con- 
gressman from this district, who called 
upon him yesterday. A question Was put 
to him with regard to the coming election, 
but he would not answer it. 

“No interview,” he said, ‘‘no interview. 
Remember that was the agreement. I’m 
getting better, as [ said before, and I will 
be out next week, but that is all I have to 
say. I am pleased that the people of Se- 
vannah are gad to Know I am here and 
also to hear you say they will be delighted 
to know that I’ am getting better. Tell 
them I thank them for us.” 

“But, Mrs. Bryan, is not she coming to be 
with you?” 

“No. Not now at any rate. I am not sick 
to have her come all the way from Ne- 
braska to nurse me. She may come back 
later.”’ 

“After your recovery will you remain in 
the hotel or go out and live at regimental 
headquarters?”’ 

“I will go to regimental headquarters as 
soon as I am able and will remain there as 
long as the regiment stayg in Savannah. I 
think it better to be where the men are.” 

“Of course you are going to Cuba, or 
wherever your regiment is sent?’ 

“Certainly. I am ready and willing to go 
with my regiment wherever it is ordered. 
There is no doubt, so far as I know, but 
what I shall embark with the Seventh 
army corps when it leaves.” 

The Third Nebraska has recently been 
depleted in numbers somewhat on account 
of a great many discharges having been 
granted the troops. Colonel Bryan says 
this was done because Nebraska had more 
than its quota of troops in the servic:. 
Those who wished to be discharged he al- 
lowed to go until there are now only about 
eghty men to each company in the regi- 
ment. This, he states, is the Third Ne- 
braska’s full] number. It is all the state 
should have in the service. They represent 
fully a patriotic state that sent more men 
to the front than were needed. 

Lieutenant Colonel] Victor Vifquain, of 
Colonel Bryan’s regiment, has just been 
granted a thirty days’ leave of absence to 
go home on account of sickness, and the 
regiment is in command of Major John H. 
McClay. Colonel Bryan hopes to be able to 
rejoin his men within the next week.

DUPUY OPPOSES A REVISION 


Reporter Bard Was on the Witness Stand 
for the Secend Cay, 


MME, DREYFUS’ ATTORNEY PLEADS 


The Prisoner’s Father-in-Law Receives 
Letter in Dreyfus’s Own Hand- 
writing and This Is Ac- 
cepted as a Favorable 
Sign. 


Paris, October 28.—Today’s proceedings 
at the court of cassation were devoid of 
sensation. The only emotion caused en- 
sued upon the reading of pathetic letters 
from Dreyfus. 

A significant point was the revelation of 
the fact that General De Boisdeffre gave 
orders, after the Dreyfus case was sup- 
posed closed, for the dossier containing the 
pordereau to be burned, and expressed sur- 
prise afterwards to find that his orders had 
not been executed. 

‘Thus far the war office has not been rep- 
resented in the present proceedings and 
there is still but little hope of the secret 
dossier being produced, especially if—as, 
however, looks somewhat doubtful—M, Du- 
puy succeeds in forming a cabinet. He was 
premier during the Dreyfus trial and his 
appvintment delights the anti-Dreyfusites, 
who see in it the ¢ndication that President 
Faure has a greater sympathy for the 
army than for the discovery of the truth, 
It is asserted that the father-in-law of 
Dreyfus has received a letter from the 
prisoner in his own handwriting. Formerly 
only copies of his letters were transmitted 
and the new departure is regarded as a 
favorable sign. 

M. Bard on the Stand. 
today's M. Bard, the 
reporter, concluded report of the 
Dreyfus case, the first part of which 
was presented yesterday. He said 
morning that the court should make every 
investigation necessary to enlighten them 
and place the whole truth in evidence.

“Nobody can now take the Dreyfus af- 
fair out of your hands, nor can you relin- 
quish it without dereliction of duty. Your 
decision must constitute for everybody the 
expression of truth and justice. Revise the 
trial then, gentlemen, or at least prepare 
the road for its revision.’’ 

M. Manau declared the court could not 
annul the sentence imposed on Dreyfus 
without a retrial of the prisoner. He added: 


Wants Responsibility Fixed. 

‘You must fix the responsibility. If Drey- 
fus is innocent, the culprit must not go 
unpunished.’’ 

The public prosecutor proceeded to argue 
on the same lines as M. Bard, the reporter 
of the case, urging a revision of the trial 
and dwelling upon the fallibility of the 
writing experts. He also suggested that 
Major Esterhazy should testify on the 
subject of the bordereau. 

M. Manau concluded with denouncing 
‘‘the villainous attacks on the partisans of 
revision,’’ and made a strong plea that the 
court be not influenced by outside pres- 
sure, but that it decide in favor of a re- 
vision of the case and the immediate pro- 
visional liberation of Dreyfus. 

At this stage of the proceedings M. Bard 
read a letter from Genera] to the 
president of the court, in which the general 
said: 

‘“] have just heard of a mémorandum in- 
troduced in court yesterda’’ in which Pic- 
quart accused me of a dishtnorable action. 
I have never previously heard of this mem- 
orandum and I wish to deny most formal- 
ly Picquarts allegations. I think my word 
is of greater value than that of a man 
imprisoned on the suspicion of forgery.”’ 

The reading of the last statement called 
forth loud protests in court. The reporter 
added that as Colonel Picquart’s memoran- 
dum was publicly read, it was only justice 
to read General Gonse's Jetter. The re- 
porter of the court ordered that the gen- 
eral’s letter be added to the documents in 
the case and the court adjourned.

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Governor Candler. 

‘At noon today Allen D. Candler will 
‘be sworn in as governor of the state of 
Georgia. 

This culmination of a long and useful 
career must carry his mind back to that 
scene in the mountains when a barefoot- 
ed boy fellowed a plow and struggled 
against adversity for the advantages 
which poverty denied him. From that 
day onward this boy strove with indom- 
itable will to bujld himself up into a 
sturdy manhood, and then to serve his 
people in whatever position he was 
placed. Always a man of the people, 
never soaring out of sight, but feeling 
their sympathies and living as one of 
them, he illustrated the true type of 
Georgia manhood through the school- 
room into the army, then into legisla- 
tive life and afterwards in a business car 
pacity.

It will be seen from this 
that if the reduced vote had preserved 
a percentage rate the democratic vote 
should have fallen to about 60,000. _ In- 
stead of that,. the big falling off was 
in the populist vote, thus making the 
majority of Governor Candler. in a re- 
duced vote, more than two for one of 
that gained two years before. 

These figures tell a story which must 
be patent to every reader. They show 
that the people of Georgia, when ap- 
pealed to by a man like Allen D. Can- 
dler, are democratic first, last and all 
the time. The Constitution congratu- 
lates Governor Candler upon thus en- 
tering office under such bright circum- 
stances, with a united people to sustain 
his administration, who have full confi- 
dence that it will not be pyrotechnic in 
character, but will exhibit the plain 
common sense for which the new goy- 
ernor has always been characterized. 


A Marvelous Power. 

_ From Paris comes information empha- 

sizing the immense power in interna- 
tional affairs wielded by the greatest 
banking house in the world—the Roths- 
childs. The cabled dispatches indicate 
that the French are to order the removal! 
of Marchand from Fashoda, and that this 
step is taken at the suggestion, or un- 
der the instructions of the Rothschilds. 

To quote the words of the cable: 

The true causes are to he 
colos#al influence wielded in peer 
peace by Baron Alphonse Rothschild here 
in Paris, and by his kinsman and partner 
Lord Rothschild, in London. 

Controlling, as do these two heads of the 
ereatest financial house {in the world. the 
money markets of all Europe, and holding 
in their hands the national finances of 
nearly all the great powers, it {s no ex- 
aggeration to assert that the decision of 
the question of peace or war remains with 
them rather than with any government. 

It is well known here that for the Jast 
twenty-eight years the successive govern- 
ments of the day have never faken any 
important step calculated to affect the 
finances of the nation without consulting 
Baron Alphonse Rothschild. 

All of which is highly interesting as 
showing that these influences are for 
peace, but beyond that, there is a sig- 
nificance of these dispatches which is 
certainly worth noticing. 

They show the immense power wield- 
ed by these money interests. They con- 
trol, as this dispatch indicates, the in- 
ternational affairs of the world. Practi- 
cally, all this power for weal or for 
woe is in the hands of one man’s fam- 
ily—in its last analysis, of one man. 

This immense power has come to the 
Rothschild family through the contrac- 
tion in the primary money of the world 
brought about by the adoption of the 
gold standard. The rest of the worid 


is subservient to that power. In promot- | 
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ing peace in this instance that power 
has undoubtedly acted wisely, for the 

French are in no condition to fight; but 

while for its own selfish interests the 
advice has in this instance been gooa, 
there is no guarantee that it will always 
be wielded in the interests of the right. 
Wherever and whenever its interests 
clash with those of the people, the peo- 
ple must suffer. All over the world the 
producing clases are suffering today be- 
cause Of the gold standard contraction 
that has made the Rothschild house 
great. 

The Race Conflicts. 

The Philadelphia Press seems to be 
greatly concerned over some recent race 
conflicts in the south, and especially the 
one reported from Mississippi, in char- 
acterizing which it declares that “it is 
an awful disgrace to barbarous Missis- 
sippi.” 

There can be no doubt but that the 
commission of crime reflects upon any 
community in which it happens, but 
the mistake made by The Press and 
certain newspapers which train with it 
is in seeking to confine evidences ef 
barbarism to the south. One hag but lit- 
tle need to leave the precincts of Penn- 
Sylvania itself to find records of crime 
which should put to blush the civilized 
world. Yet The Constitution would not 
attempt to say that because of. these 
occasional crimes, the people of Penn- 
Sylvania are any more barbarous than 
any similar number of people to be 
found elsewhere. If The Press was 
real anxious about the conditions of the 
poor negro, it might divert its atten- 
tion to the scenes which are now taking 
place in Illinois. 

Ndt only is the negro in disfavor there, 
but the republican state authorities, with 
the governor at their head, have de- 
liberately refused to protect colored cit- 
izens Of Alabama who are seeking work 
in Illinois. It is idle to talk of the 
subterfuges which are presented by Gov- 
ernor Tanner to justify his conduct 
The fact remains that he has deliberately 
set aside the constitution of the United 
States, and is trampling viciously on the 
rights of colored citizens of this country 
who are exercising their constitutional 
privilege of seeking employment wher- 
ever they can get it. 

The colored people of Illinois are 
themselves awaking to the truth of the 
situation. They have investigated the 
charges made that the colored men 
seeking work in Illinois are convicts. In 
a statement signed by a committee of 
colored citizens they set forth that 125 
of the men from Alabama were married 
and had families, and that there were 
no ex-convicts among them. The state 
mine inspector of Illinois had examined 
them and passed them, and they had 
gone into the state on the promise of 
being paid fair wages and given steady 
employment. The colored men had 
not entered the state for the purpose 
of taking other men’s positions, but had 
accepted positions which other men had 
declined to fill. Yet, notwithstanding 
this, the republican governor of IIli- 
nois has denied these men the ordinary 
rights of citizenship, and has com- 
pelled many of them to leave the state. 

Whenever the governor of Mississippi 
shall head a mob to murder colored men, 
thus giving official sanction to it, it will 
be time enough to denounce his state as 
“barbarous.” As the matter stands at 
present this description better suits the 
state of Hlinois; and the republfcan pa- 
pers of the country could find auite 
enough to do to explain away the disre- 
gard of rights of citizenship which is 
to be found in that state. 
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A Lesson from Havana. 


In our great anxiety to give lessons 
to the Cubans, there is a probability 
that they may be able to teach us one 
instead. 

The wild scenes which accompanied 
the announcement of the existence of 
yellow fever in Mississippi cannot be 
forgotten. The usual concomitants of 
shotgun quarantines and the demorali- 
zation of business and travel were in 
abundant evidence. Even prominent of- 
ficialg of state fled the capital, and pub- 
lic business had to suffer suspension. 
Conservatism was nowhere to be found, 
and the mad rush took on the form of 
astampede. The government published 
daily reports of new cases, as though 
from an army front; newspapers rum- 
maged up their black type and old maps, 
and “the infected area” was duly post- 
ed that all men might avoid it. This. 
however, was the usual American way 
of magnifving their own misfortunes. 

How differently such matters are 
attended to in Cuba is _ illustrat- 
ed by the case of Captain For- 
aker, of General Wade's staff, 
who is now in Cuba, and is lying 
sick of yellow fever in the Hotel Trocha, 
at Vedado. The hotel in this pretty 
little suburb of Havana has been select- 
ed by the American commission as its 
headquarters, and it was thus that Cap- 
tain Foraker came to be there in at- 
tendance upon General Wade. When it 
was announced that he had yellow fever, 
there was no stampede from the hotel. 
Affairs moved along in the same or- 
derly way, and Admiral Sampson and 
his comrades come and go with the 
Same concern which they would show 
if it was only a case of chicken-pox. La 
Lucha has not rushed out a map of the 
situation, nor are there hourly bulletins 
furnished the press as to the variations 
of the sick man’s pulse. 

There is a lesson in this whole matter 
which the press, especially of the 
south, should take to heart. There is 
no more need of magnifying yellow 
fever than there is for making a hulla- 
baloo over the fact that roseola is 
in the community. Common sense should 
lead the people to go about their busi- 
ness as usual, and to be stampeded by 
No alarmist fears. 

Will our people study the meaning 
of this lesson from Havana? 
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The Coin Harvey Bugaboo. 


We have noticed on the part of some 
eminent contemporaries, who openly or 
covertly, have supported the policy of 
the gold standard, a disposition to make 
much of the selection of “Coin” Harvey 
to raise campaign funds for the anti- 
gold standard forces for the next presi- 
deutial campaign. These papers have 
much to say of Mr. Harvey as “general 
manager of the democratic party,” and 
in a number of ways are endeavoring 
to misrepresent that gentleman and the 
position he has been chosen to fill. 

On every possible occasion they hold 
up the Coin Harvey bugaboo to public 
gaze in the hope that it will scare tim- 
id democrats. According to their state 
ments, the whole management of the 
democratic party has been handed over 
to this man, who was not a democrat 
until the last campaign, and who, they 
claim, is a democrat now only on the 
one question of the restoration of sil- 
ver. 

Of course phis ig not a correct state- 


ment of the relatjonship which Mr. 
Harvey bears to the party and to the 
issue involved, or which the party sus- 
tains toward him. The party has not 
chosen him or anybody else as its gen- 
eral manager. The general manager of 
the democratic party is the people, and 
it has no other master. There was a 
time when the money power which 
controls the republican party also had 
its grip on the throat of democracy, but 
happily, the party was strong enough to 
free itself from that grasp. It is the 
party of the people, and it has no gen- 
eral manager or master of any kind. 

The position for which Mr. Harvey 
has been selected is something very dif- 
ferent. The whole truth of the mat- 
ter is that a special committee of rep- 
resentatives of the different anti-gold 
standard forces has induced Mr. Har- 
vey to undertake the task of raising 
some money for the necessary expenses 
of the campaign of 1900 and he is in 
the midst of that work. 

The real reason for these misrepre- 
sentations.is not difficult to discover. 
There is nothing in the man himself 
to cause anxiety in the breasts of those 
people engaged in belittling every move- 
ment in the interest of silver, but the 
coalition which he represents is dan- 
gerous, and they know it. His selection 
and the work he is doing shows that 
there is perfect harmony between the 
different elements of silver men. The 
republicans fear that harmony. Ever 
since the election of 1896 they have been 
working to split and estrange the pop- 
ulists and silver republicans from the 
democrats, realizing that on such es- 
trangement alone rest their chances for 
the continued victory of the gold stand- 
ard. 

It is because they realize this fact 
that the republican organs have been 
saying all they could to belittle and mis- 
represent the “Coin” Harvey appoint- 
ment and belittle the man himself. They 
hope to stir up friction. They will, how- 
ever, be disappointed, for nobody is go- 
ing to be fooled by what they have to 
say. The six and a half millions of 
people who voted for the restoration of 
silver in 1896 will continue to so vote 
whenever the question ‘is raised, and un- 
less all signs fail, there will be many 
accessions to their ranks when the next 
time comes.

If it falls to the lot of M. Ribot to 
enter the new French cabinet, an Ameri- 
can girl will become a leader of French 
cabinet society. Madam Ribot was 
formerly Miss Minnie Burch, of Chicago, 
and her father was at one time one of 
the most prominent bankers of that city. 
Mr. Burch spent the later years of his 
life abroad. His daughter first be- 
came the wife of M. Demongot, and 
after his death married M. Ribot. 

With an American girl the vice-reine 
of India and another controlling power 
behind the French cabinet, Uncle Sam's 
daughters may be said to be reaching 
out. The time may come when an 
American eirl shall sit upon the throne 
of England. Why shouldn’t it? Your 
true American girl is a queen in her 
own right and would grace any throne. 

If Uncle Sam ‘#s going into the world 
power business at all, why isn’t this the 
best way? The recent death of the 
mother-in-law of all Europe leaves a 
vacaney. Certainly nobody has better 
material with which to operate than Un- 
cle Sam. 

With American girls on the throne 
of Europe, universal peace would at last 
become realized—except perhaps on bar- 
gain-counter days, when there might be 
some disturbance among the daughters, 
as is apt to occur in the best regulated 
families.

The total registration in Chicago and 
town of Cicero th'!s year is 427.275. These 
figures are away below 1894 and 18%. In 
the former year the registration was 345,570. 
and in 189 it was 380,245. This registration 
shows a falling off of 52,970. The contest 
in the state is centered on treasurer, su- 
perintendent of public instruction and uni- 
versity trustees. The indications point to 
the republicans carrying the state ticket.

It seems that the annexation of Cuba is 
full of danger for our friends in New Eng- 
land, who fear that with Havana cigars at 
5 cents apiece the New England tobacco 
growers will have to get out of the market. 
As a consequence the tobacco farmers of 
New England have resolved to keep an 
agent in Washington either to work against 
the annexation of Cuba and the Philip- 
pines or else to make some arrangements 
by which they will be protected against 
the tobacco growers of those new territo- 
ries. Under normal conditions Cuba pro- 
duces over sixty-two million pounds 
of cigar tobacco annually. The 
appeal of the New Englanders 
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says, ‘““‘Under the constitution the annexa- 
tion of One or all of these islands means 
absolute free trade with them in leaf to- 
bacco. It meang Manila cigars at retail at 
1 or 2 cents each, and clear Havana cigars 
at 5 cents, or about one-third the cost of 
producing cigars of the same quality in 
this country at the present time.” 


Maurice Huntin, director genera] of the 
new Panama Canal Company, says the 
company has no desire to transfer its prop- 
erty to any government. Two-fifths of the 
work necessary for the completion of the 
canal have now been done, and the only 
two large problems, the disposition of the 
waters of the Chagres river and the hand- 
ling of the Culebra cut, have been solved. 
The costly plant of the old concern, in- 
cluding appliances valued at $90,000,000, have 
been acquired without expenditure by the 
new company, which has no connection 
whatever with the o!d. 


The largest auditorium in the country is 
to be opened in Kansas City by Sousa’s 
band and a ball on Washington's, birthday. 
The building is being erected by a. stock 
company and is called Convention tall. 
The outside dimensions are 198 by 314 feet, 
giving an arena floor of 60,000 square feet, 
an amphitheater floor of 31,000 square feet, 
besides a second gallery and a roof garden, 
bringing the total floor gpace up to 153,100 
square feet. The standing capacity is 
76,500 people, and the total] seating capac- 
ity 20,000. In the arena there is a room for 
six circus rings.

° Ancient Library Methods. 

Editor Constitution—The members of the 
State Library Association, now meeting in 
Atlanta, will be interested in a brief re- 
view of the customs whi-zh regulated the tH- 
braries of the middle ages. Every volume 
had a metal clip riveted to the front edge 
of the board forming one cover, to which 


was attached a light iron chain of the requi-®% 


site length, having at the other end a ring. 
This ring ran upon an iron rod which was 
carried along the top of the desk, and was 
secured at the end by a hasp and a padlock 
to prevent the ring being drawn off. 
Though books were few the room devoted 
to them had to be large, the chain ng of the 
books to the desks making it possible to 
have only a few on each desk. Soon, as 
the ‘books increased, shelves were formed 
behind the desks, tier by tier, until at last, 
in the seventeenth or eighteenth century, 
they reached the ceiling. The appearance 
of the fittngs before that time could be 
well seen in the old library of Mercer col- 
lege. Of chained libraries there were at 
least three extinct in England, that be- 
longing to Hereford cathedral being the 
most ancient anu perfect. Old chains, 
hasps and staples belonging to Hereford— 
speciments of the actual] fitt ngs of a medie- 
val chained library—were exhib'ted by Mr. 
Jackson, and the method of fixation ex- 
plained. All Saints’ chuhch, Hereford, and 
Wimborne minster also possess chained l- 
braries. But the finest in the world is that 
of San Lorenzo, Florence, the great hall of 
which was designed by Michael Angelo in 
1524, said to contain the collection formed 
by several generations of the Medici. 
Shelves for the ever-increasing number of 
books had been provided, but desk. accom- 
modation remained as before. One student 
occupied on a volume prevented three or 
four others getting access to the books. 
This led to the library rooms being en- 
larged. Chains were bought for the Bod- 
leian library as late as 1751; it @as not till 
1757 that this method of securing the books 
was abolished, BOOKMAN.

AN ARTIST AND HIS WORK. 


Pierre Puvis de Chavannes Passes | 


Away. 

Paris, October 28.—Pierre Puvis de Cha- 
vannes, the French painter, now dead, 
was born at Lyons 
December 14, 1824. He 
became a pupil of 
Henri Scheffer and 
Couture and devoted 
himself especially to 
mural and decorative 
painting. His first 
consiHerable work 
was a series of five 
compositions intend- 
ed for the dining 
room of his brother. 
One of these, ‘‘Un 
Retour de Chasse,”’ 
was exhibited at the 
salon of 1859. In 1861 
he exhibited ‘‘La 
Paix” and “Ta Guerre.” These two 
subjects won for him nis first public suc- 
They were destined for the museum 
at Amiens, and two others of the same 
series, “Le Travail’. and ‘“‘Le Repos,”’ ap- 
peared at the salon of 1863. These decora- 
tions were completed by eight symbolical 
figures and an allegorical representation of 
the department of the Somme, “Ave Pica- 
dia Nutrix,’’ 186. He exhibited “L’Au- 
tomne” in 1864, and “‘La Nuit,’ which at- 
tracted great attention, in 1866. Other works 
followed in quick succession. 

In 1881 he exhibited his great composition 
“Pro Patria Ludus,’’ which won him the 
medal of honor. From 1836 to 1889 M. Puvis 
de Chavannes painted the large hemicycle 
of the Sarbonne, and in 1890 he Was one 
of the promoters of the society of dissen- 
tient artists who started the salon of the 
Champ de Mars in opposition to the Champ 
Elysees. He became president of the Champ 
de Mars exhibition and since then had 
shown many of his later productions there. 
He won several medals during his life, 
and in 1889 was promoted to be a comman- 
der of the Legion of Honor.

Colonel Gardener stated yesterday that 
he hoped to leave for Camp Poland this

Two weeks, he thinks, will be sufficient in

HE WASN'T AFTER 


Tom Duffle Slays a Kinsman of His 
Jatended Victim. 
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WORE THE _DEAD MAN’S

Murder Was the Result of a Row ata 
Negro Dance—Police Are Look- 
ing for Duffie.

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Tom Duffie, a negro, went out with a 
pistol last night to shoot Si Pekin, and not 
finding him he shot John Peek through 
the heart, killing him instantly. The mur- 
dered man was a brother-in-law of Pekin. 

The dead man lay in the road, where he 
was walking when shot, for two hours until 
the coroner arrived on the scene and had 
the body moved into a house. 

There was a dance at a negro house near 
Fort McPherson last night and a negro 
woman said she had been insulted by Si 
Pekin. She went home and told her brother, 
Tom Duffie. about the matter and Tom, 
with two friends, went to the dance with 
the avowed intention of killing Pekin. The 
latter heard of the approach of the would- 
be murderer and fled. 

When Duffie reached the house he had 
worked himself into a rage and when he 
met Peek. whom he did not like, and who 
was a kinsman of the man he was after, 
he deliberately drew dis pistcl and fired 
at Peek. The ball entered Peek’s heart and 
he died instantly. 
¢ The killing took place in the public road 
about 200 yards south of the fort and a 
large crowd collected about the scene of 
the crime. 

After committing the crime Duffie took 
the dead man’s hat, which lay on the 
ground, and placed it on his own head, he 
having left home bareheaded. He walked 
off toward town and no one attempted to 
stop him. 

Coroner Stamps went to the fort as soon 
as he was notified of the killing and made 
an investigation of the affair. He does not 
think an fnquest will be necessary, as a 
number of people witnessed the shooting. 

A negro who saw the whole affair said: 

“John Peek was walking down the road. 
He never wad anything to do with the 
dance and was quiet and peaceable. Duffie 
came up with a pistol in his hand, and 
raising it he said: 

“ *You will do as well as the other fel- 
low.’ As he spok2 the words he shot and 
Peek fell dead. I don’t think he ever knew 
who shot him.” 

Nothing was heard afterwards 
Pekin, who caused the row at the dance. 
The police were notified last night that 
Duffie was wanted. He is about eighteen 
years of age and.lives In West End on Gor- 
don street. 

The murdered man had been working for 
the military mess quarters and lived near 
Fort McPherson.

Mrs. Walker got off the car and 
when I saw Shockley walking away I 
called out to Captain Thompson to shoot 
him and he fired three times.

He never uttered a word after 
he was stabbed, but just leaned forward 
with his face in his bands. I can't under- 
stand why Shockley did not also cut me. 
He passed right by where I was standing 
and then stabbed Captain Thompson. 
Bishop was sitting in front and on the 
left side of the car, facing west, and was 
looking straight in front of him out of a 
window on the opposite side of the car. 
Tne knife was driven into his throat be- 
fore he was aware that Shockiey had stop- 
ped in front of him. The whole thing was 
done in a few seconds. It couldn't have 
been more than ten or fifteen seconds from 
the time that Shockley entered the car 
on his murderous errand until he leaped 
from the rear platform with his blood@y 
knife in his hand.” 
Captain Thompson Budly Stabbed. 

Captsin Thcmpson was seen at his home 
shortly after the murder. He was lying 
in bed, the cut in his face having been 
stitched by a physician. The Knife enter- 
ed his face on the left side just below the 
cheek bone and cut a gash down to the 
chin. While not dangerous, it was very 
painful and he will be laid up for two or 
three weeks. 

Acting under the instructions of his phy- 
sician, Captain Thompson would not talk 
cn account of the nacure of the wound. 
The version he gave of the affair before he 
was taken home coincided with what the 
conducto: thad stated. He felt the knife 
enter his face and did not realize what 
had happened until he heard the conductor 
calling out to shoot the murderer. Cap- 
tain Thompson finished his first day’s work 
yesterday morning after a two weeks’ va-

Mrs. Walker’s Thrilling Story. 

Last night Mrs. Walker was seen at her

vous over the murder. 

“I kept away from home ali the after- 
noon,” she said, “‘because I knew news- 
paper men would come to see me. I did 
not feel like talking about the horrible af- 
fair. I was in the car with Pauline, my 
little two-year-old daughter, and I saw 
the man who was killed come in and sit 
down oppusite me. About two minutes 
later the murderer came in hurriedly, and 
I saw him do like he was about to sit be- 
side Mr. Bishop, and then he drew back 
his arm and plunged the Knife into his 
victim's throat. I saw the knife when it 
was drawn away, and then a stream of 
blood spurted out. It was terrible. Mr. 
Bishop got up and I told him to sit down. 
I asked him to give me his handkerchief. 
He gave me no reply, and I took my own 
handkerchief and tied it over the wound. 
but nothing could stop that ‘frightful flow 
of blood. It got on my hands and shoes 
and dress. I left the car and went ty 
Westview.”’ 

Mrs. Walker said her little girl saw the 
killing and talked about it afterwards. 
The child objected to getting on unother 
car, saving that there was a mun on there 
“full of bleed.”’ 

“The sight unnerved me,’ Mrs. Walker, 
“put I did What I could for the poor fellow 
while the others were trying to catch the 
murderer.” 

The stab in Bishop’s throat was not more 
than an inch wide and it severed the jugu- 
lar vein as if a surgeon’s hand had done 
the work. The assassin aimed at the same 
spot on Captain Thompson’s throat and the 
captain says he moved his head slightly at 
the same moment the blow was delivered. 

When arrested Shockley had $146 in his 
pocliet. 

Who the Murderer Is. 

Shockley is very little known in the city. 
He says ‘the came here 7rom Morgan coun- 
ty, Georgia, and that he “knocking 
about secing the sights.” It gen- 
eral opinion of the officers 
barracks that he had been drinking, and 
was getting over a prolonged spree. When 
he went to the barracks early in the morn- 
ing*he appeared to be excited and nervous, 
in just such a condition as a man would be 
who had been on a spree.

Mr. Hall 
said the prisoner’s home was eight miles 
northeast of Madison, where he has a 
large plantation, a sawmill] and a gin. 

He is married and has children. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Hall’s statement, Shockley is 
well to do. His two brovners are also far 
mers and stand well. 

Who the Victim Was. 

The murdered man was unmarried. 
came from Charleston, 8S. C., about 
weeks ago and was stopping at the Wil- 
liams house, on Marietta street. ‘Two 
days ago he was appointed as administra- 
tOr on the estate of his deceased aunt, Mrs. 
Christian Brannon, who died recently in 
Atlanta and left He came 
here for the express looking 
after the estate, and on 
took out administration papers. 

Bishop worked for the Consolidated 
Street Railway Company about four years 
ago, and had been employed by a sir 
car company in Charleston. He was a tall 
man with Hght hair and a blonde 
tache.

Wes a Prominent Citizen and Seems To 
Have Had a Spotless Character. 
W. G. Shockley, the principal in the mur- 
der of yesterday morning, lived near Madi- 
son, Ga., and, from what can be learned, 
was a citizen of prominence who bore the 
admiration and respect of those who knew 

him. 


The following special from Madison, Ga., 
tells something of what was thought of 
Shock-.ey in the community in wa.ch he re- 
sided: 

Madison, Ga., October 28.—(Special.)—Wil- 
liam G. Shockley, who ts said to have killed 
John D, Bishop in Atlanta today, is 
zen of this county, living near Apalachee, 
about eight miles from Madison. He ‘sa 
prosperous farmer, running about twelve 
plows. He is married and has a large 
family of young children. He is about 
thirty-six years old. No man in Georgia 
stands higher in his community than Wil- 
iam G. Shockley. He is extremely modest 
and retiring, very quiet in his tastes. He 
ils a man of few words, never speaking ill 
of any one, of fine judgment, hard working, 
devoted to his wife and children, absolute- 
ly loyal to his friends, honest in the min- 
utest particular and blameless in his life. 

This sounds like an exaggerated en- 
comium, but it describes the man. Those 
who Know him best not only admire and 
respect, but love him. To say that 
friends read an account of the tragedy with 
horror would not be adequate.

Chattanooga, Tenn., October 28.—The war 
investigating commission spent the entire 
day in inspecting the site of Camp Thomas 
in Chickamauga park, under the guidance 
of General Boynton, General A..P. Stew- 
art, a member of the Chickamauga park 
commission, and Mr. E. E. Betts, the en- 
gineer of the commission, 

The inspection began at Lytle station 
and covered all points of interest in the 
park and near its borders which have been 
in any way involved in the controversy 
concerning the sanitation of the camp, 
including Sternberg and Leiter hospital; 
the various springs from whicn the water 
Was secured by the troops, including the 
famous Crawfish spring, and the point on 
Chickamauga creek at which the water of 
the pipe line supply was taken out. 

Especial attention was given to this latter 
place because of the criticisms that have 
been made upon this source of the camp's 
water supply. They found the intake pipe 
submerged about twenty feet above 
mouth of a tributary creek locally known 
as Cave Spring creek, which drained the 
camp. The charge had been made that the 
water from the tributary stream had con- 
taminated the pipe water, being carried 
back into it by means of eddies and in one 
case by overflow after a freshet. 


An Overfiow Admitted. 


General Boynton and Mr. Betts, who had | 


both been concerned in the location of the 
pipe line, admitted that there had been one 
occasion when Cave Spring creek had over- 
flown and broken a dam, thus throwing its 
water into the main stream above tne in- 
take; but they explained that this freshet 
had occurred at night when 
were shut down and no water was being 
taken in. They called attention to the ra- 
pidity of the flow and to the depth of the 
stream and urged the impossibility of in- 
fection from this source.

Stocks Took Characteristics of Bull Cam- 
paige in Fall Fores. 
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BUSINESS WELL DISTRIBUTED 


Market Less Dominated by the Special- 


ties, Many Active Stocks Being 
Brought Forward. 
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New York, October 28.—The stock mar- 
ket took today many of the characteristics 
of a bull campaign in full force. Business 
was large and exccedingly well distributed, 
many of the usually active stocks being 
orought forward into the movement wh.ie 
the market was much liess dominated Py 
the specialties, which, however, continued 
very active, principally Sugar and Tobacco. 
The former was less violent in its fluc- 
tuations than on yesterday, and althougn 
it advanceg several times, it met more 
stock than it could carry. It ended the 
day unchanged. Tobacco, on the other 
Hand, after a frational decline, surged 
sstrongly upwards, the extreme rise being 
nearly 6 points. The rise was coupled with 
rumors of the flotation of the new plug to- 
bacco company ani in the taking in of 
many large competitors in that field. An- 
other conspicuous. movement was that in 
tne iron and stee] stocks, which was led 
by the dealings in the securities of the 
new federal steel company when issued. 
Tnese stocks were at one time 1% to 1% 
above last nizht. The certilicates of the 
Mlinnesota Iron Company, with the cash 
payment added, givinw the right to entry 
into the federal company, sold at 131, an 
advance of 4 points, and Illinois Steel 
certificates closed at %s bid, a gain of 2 
points. Securities of oiher iron and steel 
companies showed strength to a less de- 
gree. Brooklyn transit was notably strong 
on talk of the absorption of. the Nassav 
‘ lectrie, rising OVel ‘4, and Metropolitan 
Street railway also sd@vaneed 3 points. Man- 
hattan was in strong contrast with an ex- 
treme decline of 2 points, selling down toa 
%. The Edison Illuminating Company of 
New York gained l'2 points with no news 
to explain rise. The Rubber stocks 
were rather heavy on talk of an opposi- 
tion company.

The Week in Wall Street. 


New York, October 28.—Bradstreet’sg re- 
view tomorrow wil] say: 

“Prices declined in the early part of the 
week on the decision of the supreme court 
against the legalltty of the Joint Traffic 
Association and on the disturbed financial 
and political situation abroad, which re- 
sulted in heavy sales of American stocks 
for London and continental account. La- 
ter on, however, the outlook abroad some- 
what improved and with it the temper of 
speculation where underwent ai decided 
change for the better. Leading interests 
appeared to take hold of the grangers and 
ovher favorite stocks, and there was also 
a slight but sufficiently marked increase in 
the outside partipation. At the same time 
the market has been mainly a professional 
one, and was influenced largely by manipu- 
lation on the part of large interests. The 
situation abroad was the main factor, and 
until it became reasonably clear that 
neither war nor revolution need be appre- 
hended at present. there was a decidedly 
conservative feeling !n financia] circles on 
this side. The decision against the Joint 
Traffic Association failed to produce the 
Same impression in speculation as the 
Trans-Missouri case did. It would geem 
that the market disregards the present 


adverse ruling because the association has 
virtually been a dead jetter for months 
past, and because it ig expected that it 
ey lead to action by congress on a pooling 


“The continued favorable character of 
railroad earnings, particularly at ‘he west. 
also tends to minimize the importance of 
the decision. More or less favorable ac- 
counts of trade conditions contributed to 
the bullish feeling of the street, though 
American Sugar stock has been a weak 
feature of the maintenance of the com- 
petitive price.

THE WEEK REVIEWED 


Business Has Been Affected by Unsettied 
State of Foreign Affairs. 


SITUATION IS STILL STRONG 


Export Demand for Wheat Good Early 
Part of Week—Iron Some 
Lower. 


New York, October 28.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow: 

“Business has been more affected by 
foreign affairs than many realize. London's 
apprehension of war first caused an ad- 
Vance in wheat and fears of monetary 
pressure here. Then came confidence in 
London, with a flight of French money 
across the channel, and stock markets ad- 
vanced while wheat fell. Mobs in Paris did 
not mean to influence American interests 
from New York to San Francisco, but elec- 
tric wires have made the world small. So 
the wires moved a cargo of wheat from 
the Pacific coast, started $2,300,000 more 
gold from Australia to this country on 
London account and the selling of Amer- 
ican securities on day and buying the next. 
There has been no domestic change of much 
importance, and the rise in prices of west- 
ern railroad stocks indicates tha¢e the su- 
preme court decision against the trunk line 
association is considered ‘helpful to rail- 
roads, 

“Wheat rose Sc from Friday to Monday, 
and then fell 44ec to Friday.. But such 
changes do not represent actual conditions, 
and with western receipts for the week at 
9,508,209 bushels, against 6,996,487 last year, 
nobody can pretend that holding of stocks 
by western farmers is an important factor. 
The Atlantic exports, flour included, 
amount to 3,796,830 bushels, agzuinst 3,864,649 
last vear, and Pacific exports 825,994 bushels, 
against 1,326,808 last year, making 16,607,326 
busihnels in four weeks, against 19,418,487 last 
year, when the foreign demand was far 
heyond all precedent. In four weeks the 
western receipts have been over 40150,699 
bushels, against 30,288 last year, and yet 
prices are 25¢c lower. This clearly indicates 
much larger supplies and greater readiness 
to paet with them than was seen a year 
ago, when nobody doubted the magnitude 
of the foreign demand. 

“Corn refused to follow wheat, but slight- 
ly advanced, 

“Cotton rose to 5c last week, but has 
fallen to 5% in spite of heavy frosts in 
port of the growing region. This expresses 
strongly the belief that a non-curtailment 
of yield is possible, and will effect the 
surplus more than the closing of eastern 
mills one month in three, and the reduc- 
tion of consumption abroad. For European 
mills, as well as these of this country, have 
surplus stocks produced from the _ high- 
priced cotton of last year which they 
cannot profitably market. There has been 
some closing of mills in the south and 
some reductions of wages. The frosts seem 
1i0ot to have damaged the crop appreciably, 
but a yield much smalier than has been 
expected will exceed, with old stocks, the 
quantity the world can consume. 

“Wool dealers have reached the conclu- 
sion that, with the heavy stocks on hand, 
it is no longer a question of profit, but of 
avoiding losses and concessions have 
brought a big increase in sales for the 
week, though for four weeks the agegere- 
gate has only been.

Friends and Yesterday Senor Pa- 
cetti Presented Young Men’s 
Library with Sixteen 
Spanish Works,

The Cuban families of Atlanta, 
been residents of this city 
years, will return to their native island. 
Many have announced the date of their 
departure, and have already commenced 
bidding their friends in Atlanta goodby, 
wiile others are making arrangements to 
leave. 

On November 6th the first of the Cubans 
to leave Atlanta for their native island will 
depart. The party numbers twenty-eight, 
and all of them are well known. The fol- 
lowing will leave on that date: 

Senora Herrera de Armias and her family 
of eight, Senor E, Ferrer and his family 
of four, Senor M. Carrion and his family 
of two, Senor A. Beniter and his family of 
five, Dr. Juan Pla and his family of four. 

The Cubans desire to be in Cuba before 
Christmas, in order to that day 
according to their own customs, and with 
their friends and relatives who remained on 
the island. It is probable that before the 
middie of December the greater portion of 
the Cuban population ef this city will have 
left. 

The Cubans have made 
during their stay in Atlanta, who will re- 
gret to see them leave. They have made 
good citizens, and maygy,.of them have be- 
come identified with. the business interests 
of Atlanta. During the past several days 
the little children of the Cubans have 
been distributing their playthings among 
their American playmates. Dolls, tin 
horns, wagons and other articles. of inesti- 
mable value to children have been given 
away as souvenirs. 

The elder Cubans been dis- 
tributing among their friends small articles 
of value, attesting the esteem they 
for their American neighbors, 
present rate of distribution continues, the 
Cuban families will have little to take 
wth them to their homes in Cuba except 
American goods, 

These Cubans have already terminated 
their business relations in Atlanta. Their 
household goods are packed, and they are 
now anxiously awaiting the day of their 
departure. Other families will follow, al- 
though the date for the departure of the 
second party has not yet been de- 
termined. ‘ 

Among those who will leave in a short 
time is Senor Oscar Pacetti, who has re- 
sided with his family for some time at 308 
Rawson street. Yesterday he presented to 
the Young Men’s Library Association six- 
teen volumes of standard Spanish works 
from ‘his own library. Accompanying the 
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“Atlanta, Ga., October 28, 1898.—Gentle- 
men: Appreciating the extreme kindness 
and consideration which have been shown 
the Cubans and their cause by the citizens 
of Atlanta, I have determined, before re- 
turning to my. native land, to donate to 
your institution a small token of my grati- 
tude. Knowing that the Spanish language 
is now being taught in your public schools, 
I have selected a few volumes of standard 
— (in Spanish) and send them here- 
with. 

“T trust they will be acceptable, 

“VY deseando el engrandecimiento de tan 
util institucion approvecho esta oportunidad 
para ofrecerme de V su_mas Atto § 8. 

“OSCAR PAC§TTI.” 

The sentence in Spanish was doubtless 
added by Senor Pacetti to encourage the 
mastering of the Spanish language. 
Translated into English, it means: ‘‘And 
desiring the enlargement of such a useful 
institution, I take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity to offer you my services. Most re- 
spectfully yours.” The letters 8S S form a 
common way of ending a letter in Spanish. 
They mean “seguro servidor,’’ which is in 
English “Your true servant,” 

The sixteen volumeg presented eby Senor 
Pacetti to the Young Men’s Library Asso- 
ciation are the following: ‘EI! Congo,”’ by 
H. M. Stanley; “En el Africa Tenebrosa,”’ 
by H, M. Stanley; “Emin Baja,’ by 
Mounteney Jephson; “Guerra  Franco- 
Prusiana,”’ by Moltke; “Fisico,”” by Ganot; 
“Bl Mundo Fisico,”’ in two volumes, Dy 
Guillemin: “Zoologia,”” by Perez Arca; 
“Literatura Griega,’’ by Pierron; ‘‘Emilio,”’ 
by Rousseau; “La Yliada,’’ in three vol- 
umes, by Homer; “Odisea,’’ by Homer; 
*Pluraridad de Mundos Habitados,’’ by 
Flammarion, and ‘Vida Psiquica de los 
Animales,’’ by Buchner. 

These volumes are highly appreciated by 
the directors of the library, and when next 
they meet Senor Pacetti will be voted 
resolutions expressing this appreciation. 

Tine Cuban families came to Atlanta sev- 
eral years ago, when the war between 
the Cubans and Spaniards began on the 
island. They were unwilling to allow their 
families to remain on the island during the 
conflict, because of the outrages and mur- 
drs committed by Spanish soldiers. 

It was also infpossible to send them to a 
foreign country unprotected, and many 
men who would otherwise gladly have re- 
mained in Cuba to fight for freedom were 
compelled by these circumstances to be- 
come fugitives with their families. They 
deft their sons and relatives in Cuba, how- 
ever, and during the time that they have 
lived in America they have aided the cause 
with money. 

As soon as the protocol was signed, and it 
was seen that the Spanish soldiery would 
be driven from the island, they announced 
that they would return, and began at once 
to prepare for their departure. They are 
anxiously awaiting the day when they will 
bid a final goodby to their American 
friends, and their home-going will be a

State of Georgia Does Not Own 
One, He Says 


WANTS HIS OR THE PRICE OF IT 


The Chemist Agrees te Let It Remain 
for the Present. 


HE VALUES HIS OUTFIT AT $3,500 


Colonel Stevens, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture, Ordered That Nothing Be 
Moved Out of the Chemical 
Department—Inventory 
To Be Taken.

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THE STATE OF GEORGIA WILL HAVE 
to buy a laboratory for the new state chem- 
ist unless he furnishes one. 

Dr. George F. Payne, who has been state 
ehemist for the past eight years, says that 
when ‘he came to Atlanta from Macon to 
accept the position the etate of Georgia 
had no laboratory. Its chemical work had 
been done at Athens, in the university lab- 
oratory there, by Dr. Harry White. 

Dr. Payne was a chemist and druggist 
of Macon, and finding that the state had 
no apparatus for anaiyzing fertilizers or 
anything else, he moved his equipment up 
here. He says that he had forty-two boxes 
of chemicals, glassware, platinum and oth- 
er appurtenances of a laboratory. He val- 
ued his whole outfit at $3,500. 

Now that he is about to go out of cffice, 
he claims the right of removing his own 
personal laboratory, or he is willing to sell 
it to the state. It makes no difference, to 
him, he says, but he does not expect to 
give the state a $3,500 equipment. 

Of course much of the glassware and ro 
doubt all the chemiicais and many wther 
things have been used up and replaced, 
some things time and again. The legisla- 
ture appropriated $1,000 a year for replen- 
ishing the laboratory. Dr. Payne says tl.at 


cals and such things as wore and were 
broken in the ordinary course of business.. 

Today an inventory will be made of the 
laboratory as it stands. This inventory 
will be made by Dr. Payne and a repre- 
sentative of Colonel Stevens. The commis- 
sioner of agriculture and the state chenuist 
had a talk yesterday, afternoon and they 
agreed to make a list of everything in the 
laboratory. Then Dr. Payne will figure cut 
what is his and what belongs to the state. 
If the legislature does not want to buy 
Dr. Payne’s laboratory, he will remove his 
part of it. 

McCandless Has Not Acceptei Yet. 

Mr. John McCandless has been offered 
the position of state chemist and it is be- 
lieved that he will accept it.- He Las 
laboratory of his own, but whether he will 
lend it to the state as Dr. Payne loened 
his is a question. The chances are that 
the state will have to buy one right away. 

The fertilizer work will start soon, ond 
unless the state chemist has a good equip- 
ment, he will get away behind with the 
work and will never catch up. 

Colonel Stevens stated yesterday that 
state did not want anything that did 
belong to it, but he proposed to find 
as soon as possible what property belonged 
to the state and what was Dr. Payne’s. 
He asked Dr. Payne to turn over the keys 
of the laboratory to him, and he gzuve a 
receipt for what was contained tncrein. 

On Thursday it was reported that Dr. 
Payne had begun to move his oquipment 
away from the capitol. He said yester- 
day that:'he -had some boxes taken away 
which contained private papers and private 
effects. He claimed nothing and expected 
nothing except his own property. His lab- 
oratory he was willing to sell to the state 
or to move at the commissioner’s ccnve- 
nience. The chemist said that he did not 
believe there was very much in the iabora- 
tory which belonged to the state, because 
while the appropriation of $1,000 a year 
had been expended, it had all gone to re- 
plenishing the chemicals and glassware and 
n labo- 
ratory work. He thought that there was 
an inventory in Macon of the equipment 
which he moved up here. 

At one time it looked as though there 
might be considefable friction over the 
chemical outfit. Dr. Payne consuited a 
lawyer and Colonel Stevens gave instruc- 
tions that nothing should be removed from 
the laboratory, ‘but it was agreed to meke 
an inventory of everything and then eee 
what part of it belonged.to the state and 
what to the chemist. 

Dr. Payne does not think there will be 
very much left after his share is set aside. 
If the state does not buy from him, he says 
he expects to have just as good a stock 
of supplies from the state as he let it have 
eight years ago. Colonel Stevens says that 
there ought to be something to show fcr 
all the money which the state has appro- 
priated in the past for replenishing tre
